NEW MADRID — Borrowers of 
I the Farm ers Home Administration 
! comple ted its annual meetings last 
^ week, at whioh time a summ ary 
of last year's business was made. 
These borrowers keep records and 
have accurate figures on how their 
1 farm enterprises turned out. Gross 
farm income was down 26 per cent 
over 1952. This was due largely to 
the extreme drought, particularly 
affecting the soybean crop Farm 
1 expo.uses and family living expens- 
j 
wore also down but not as much 
as gross income. This meant that 
net farm income was less than it 
was a year ago. 
Plans were discussed on how to 
increase yields and reduce costs in 
1954 by doing a better job of 
farming. Such items as mechanical 
chopping, using geese, and cross- 
plowing cotton were discussed. 
Burvil Hayes of Parm a, by using 
mechanical chopper once and turn­ 
ing his geese in on the cotton, was 
able to chop the entire 20 acres 
of cotton by himself. Alexander 
Beegle of Tallapoosa, by cross- 
plowing his cotton, held chopping 


costs to less 
than $3 per acre 
while non-crossplowed cotton cost 
over $12 per acre for hand chop­ 
ping. 
In 1953 F arm ers Home Adminis­ 
tration borrowers increased their 
seeding of vetch 50 per cent over 
1952. More use was also made of 
fertilizer. The average cotton yield 
of these borrowers for 1953 was 
401 pounds of lint per acre. Fertil­ 
ized cotton yielded 433 pounds and 
non-fertilized 
cotton 
yielded 
370 
pounds of lint. This gave a differ­ 
ence in value of 63 pounds of lint 
per acre. At 30 cents a pound thiis 
is nearly an increase of $20 per 
acre for an outlay of fertilizer of 


approximately $10 per acre, or a 
return of $2 for each dollar spent 
in fertilizer.

Gross 
farm income was down 26 per cent 
over 1952. This was due largely to 
the extrem e drought, particularly 
affecting the soybean crop. Farm 
expenses and family living expens­ 
es were also down but not as much 
as gross income. This meant that 
net farm income was less than it 
was a year ago. 
Plans were discussed on how to 
increase yields and reduce costs in

by

farming. Such items as mechanical 
chopping, using geese, and cross- 
plowing cotton were discussed. 
Burvil Hayes of Parm a, by using 
m echanical chopper once and turn­ 
ing his geese in en the cotton. wras 
able to chop the entire 20 acres 
of cotton bv himself. 
Alexander 
Beegle of Tallapoosa, by 
cross- 
plowing his cotton, held chopping 


costs 
to less 
than $3 per 
acre 
while non-crossplowed cotton cest 
over S12 per acre for hand chop­ 
ping. 
In 1953 Farm ers Home Adminis­ 
tration borrowers increased their 
seeding of vetch 50 per cent over 
1952. More use was also made of 
fertilizer. The average cotton yield 
of these borrowers for 1953 was 
401 pounds of lint per acre. Fertil­ 
ized cotton yielded 433 pounds and 
non-fertilized 
cotton 
yielded 
370 
pounds of lint. This gave a differ­ 
ence in value of 63 pounds of lint 
per acre. At 30 cents a pound tikis 
is nearly an increase of $20 per
